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WITH $34,000,000 
UNCLE SAM BACKS 
MOVING OF CROPS 


Secretary McAdoo An- 
nounces That It Will Be 
Furnished by ‘overnment. 


PART OF MONEY COMING 
TO THE GEORGIA BANKS 


Terms Are Much More Lib- 
eral Than Those of Last 
Year—Only the South and 
West Will Get Money.

Washington, July 26.—(Special.)— 
National banks in Atlanta, Macon and 
Gavannah have applied for and will re- 
ceive part of the $34,000,000 of govern- 
ment funds Secretary of Treasury Mc- 
Adoo will deposit to help take care of 
ahe crop movement in the south and 


west. 

Commercial paper will be accepted at 
76 per cent of its face value, as security 
for these government deposits. Interest 
will be charged at the rate of 2 per 
cent per annum. 

These terms are very much more 
ifberal than were offered by the treas- 
ury department last year. The banks 
were required to put up bonds amount- 
ing to 10 per cent of the government 


deposit. 
All collateral must be approved by 


a local committee appointed by the 


clearing house in each city. 
Used to Go to Wall Street. 

Delay in the organization of the new 
reserve bank system because of the 
genate’s failure tg confirm two mem- 
bers of the reserve board led Secretary 
McAdoo to follow the same course this 
year he did last to provide money for 


moving the crops. 

It is expected that the banks receiv- 
ing the money will loan to the small- 
er banks in their locality. Formerly 
crop moving money was all secured 
from Wall stret at interest rates vary- 
ing from 3 to 5 per cent. The govern- 
ment realized in interest charges on 
crop funds deposited last year, $267,000. 

Secretary McAdoo announced to- 
night he rould put out approximately 
$34,000,000 and that he stood ready 
to increase the amount to any extent 
necessary to meet the country’s needs. 

The secretary's. estimate of what 
Will be needed is based on replies 
from five thousand national banks to, 
a recent treasury department circular 
asking whether any unusual demand 
for money was expected this year and 
for what purposes. Last year the de- 
partment inaugurated the custom of 
distributing funds in the crop hand- 
ling centers, depositing about $35,- 
000,000 of the $50,000,000 Secretary 
McAdoo had decided to use for the 
purpose. 

Statement by Department. 

A statement from the department 
tonight said: : 

“These replies (from the national 
banks) fully confirm optimistic bul- 
letins of the agricultural department 
as to prospects for unusually large 
crops. . They also indicate a decided 
promise of greatly improved business 
conditions and enlarged business ac- 
tivities. The concensus of opinion of 
the bankers is that it will be of great 
benefit to the crop movement and to 
business generally if the secretary 
will deposit government funds in the 
leading cities. 

“The replies indicate that govern- 

% funds will not be needed in the 
England and eastern states and 
Sertain states in the west and 
northwest and in California. Bank- 
ers in the following cities expressed 
the opinion that no government de- 
posits will be needed in their locali- 
ties during the crop moving season. 

“Cleveland, Columbus and  Cincin- 
nati, Ohio; Indianapolis, Minneapolis, 
and Duluth, Minn.; Milwaukee, Wis.; 
Portland, Oregon; San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, Cal.; Tacoma, Wash.; 
Salt Lake City, Utah; Jacksonville 
and Tampa, Fla., and Mobile, Ala. 
Some of these cities asked for and 
received crop moving allotments last 
year. If it should develop later that 
they or any of them, require deposits, 
their applications will be given con- 
sideration.

Julius Regenstein, the well-known 
proprietor of the J. Regenstein whole- 
sale and retail millinery compary, 40 
Whitehall street, died Sunday after- 
noon at 2:30 o’clock at his home, 262 
Whitehall street. He was 88 years old. 


Mr. Regenstein was born in Ger- 
many, and came to this country, at the 
age of 16.

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AT IRISH CAPITAL 
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ABOUT HOME RULE 


Troops Open Fire on a Riot- 
ous Mob in Dublin Street 
Following a Gun-Running 
Exploit. 


FOUR PERSONS KILLED 
AND 60 ARE WOUNDED 


Seven of the Wounded Are 
Expected to Die—Several 
Women and Children in 
the List of Victims. 


Dublin, July 26.—Three men and one 
woman are dead and more than sixty 
persons are in the hospital wounded as 
the result of a battalion of the kings’ 
own Scottish borderers iate today fir- 
ing into a mob in the streets of Dublin. 
Seven of the wounded are expected to 
die. Among them are three women 


and a boy of 109. 
Gun-Running Exploit. 

The affray was the result of a gun- 
running exploit of the nationalist vol- 
unteers, aided by a mob composed 
largely of women and youths. A con- 
signment of rifles said to number ten 
thousand, was landed last night at 
Howth, 9 miles from Dublin, from a 
private yacht. The nationalist volun- 
teers cut the telegraph wires and 
stopped travel on the Dublin roads, 
and, according to reports, sent away 
most of the rifles, together with 70,000 
rounds of ammunition in motor cars. 

A battalion of the king’s own Scot- 
tish borderers was ordered to capture 
the arms today when the authorities 
heard the volunteers were bringing 
them into the city. The soldiers en- 
countered a detachment of volunteers 
at Clonmell bridge. Soon a great crowd 
collected and followed the troops, jeer- 
ing them and cheering for John Red- 
mond and home rule. Finally the mob 
began throwing bottles and stones, in- 
juring several soldiers. 

Street Covered With Wounded. 

To the attack the battalion replied 
with a scattered fusillade. In an in- 
stgnt the street was covered with 
wounded, while terrified men, women 
and children ran inaall directions. 

St. Juras hospital is located only 200 
yards from the agcene of the affray, 
and the wounded were quickly taken 
there, where four of them died. The 
soldiers and police seized a hundred 
rifles from the volunteers. 

Excited crowds filled the streets of 
Dublin tonight, some of the men carry- 
ing rifles. The borderers are confined 
to barracks to prevent the people from 
attacking them. A street car in which 
a soldier was riding was wrecked to- 
night, but the soldier escaped. Further 
rioting is feared. 

Among those seriously wounded in 
the affray is M. J. Judge, a prominent 
officer of the nationalist volunteers. 

Marched Openly For Arms. 
The arms were landed at noon to- 
ast night as first re- 
thousand volunteers 
fpenly from Dublin to re- 
the arms. After local police 
and the coast guard, who tried to pre- 
vent the landing were driven off the 
Dublin authorities sent sixty police 
to seize the arms. They later were 
reinforced by two hundred others. 
When the volunteers saw the mobiliz- 
ation most of them scattered through 
the fields. The police and soldiers 

tried to disarm the remainder. 

In the resulting affray revolver 
shots were fired by volunteers and a 
corporal and a private were wounded. 
The volunteers also used their rifles 
as clubs. The soldiers fired and used 
their bayonets, inflicting many cuts. 
Then they had a running fight, with 
the volunteers and the rapidly grow- 
ing mob through the streets to their 
barracks. A number of policemen 
have been suspended for refusing to 
try to disarm the volunteers. 

Beat Individual Soldiers. 

After the troops had fired into the 
crowd, the angry populace attacked 
and beat individual soldiers. 

The lord mayor has issued a letter 
of protest, declaring the troops were 
ordered out without his permission 
and he demands that the responsibil- 
ity shall be fixed for the callin

Albany, Ga., July 26.—(Special.)—The 
drowning of two well-known and be- 
loved young women horrified Albany 
Shortly before noon today when news 
of the double tragedy reached the city. 

Miss Rosalia Crine, daughter of Mrs. 
L. J. Crine, and Miss Fannie Gage- 
statter, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. J. W. 
Gagegstatter, were drowned:in Kincha- 
foonee creek,‘ at Palmyra, five miles 


north of Albany, when a metal skiff 
in which they were riding with John 
Gagestatter capsized and sank. 

A party of about fifteen had gone to 
Palmyra to spend*the day, making the 
trip on an auto truck. The place is a 
popular resort and much frequented by 
picnic parties. Young Gaggstatter, his 
sister and Miss Crine entered the skiff 
and drifted down stream about three 
hundred yards to a point where the 
water is fifteen feet deep between high 
banks. Here the skiff capsized, spilling 
the occupants into the water and im- 
mediately sinking.

Germany Informed Russia 
Cannot Remain Indiffer- 
ent to Austria’s Action. 
Russian Forces Are Being 
Mobilized. 


St. Petersburg, July 26—A decree 
was promulgated today forbidding the 
publication for one year of detailed 
information concerning the army and 
navy. St. Petersburg and Moscow 
have been placed under a state of ex- 
traordinary protection—a modified 
form of martial law. 

Russia Is Mobilizing. 


A military censorship order pro- 
hibits publication of news relating to 
mobilization, the calling out of re- 
servists, the movements of superior 
army and navy officers, voluntary of- 
fers of medical aid and even the ar- 
rest and sentences imposed upon spies. 
Another order prohibits unauthorized 
aeroplane flights near the German and 
Austrian borders and fortified places. 

Many Servian officers and reserv- 
ists are returning home. The Slavs 
of Moscow are organizing a great 
demonstration. 

At a meeting of bankers, with the 
director of the National bank pre- 
siding, a resolution was adopted to- 
day that the financial situation of 
Russia will enable the present emer- 
gency to be met satisfactorily.

The city of Cincinnati, by substan- 
tial majorities, has turned down both 
her proposed new charter and the prop- 
osition for the recall of elective offi- 
cers, affording another straw to indi- 
cate that the people entertain a grow- 
ing distrust of centralization of power 
in municipal matters as in state gov- 
ernment and are tiring of the fads and 
fancies of the so-called reformers—re- 
formers who usually carry about with 
them a little ax of their own to grind. 

As the vote was the largest ever 
cast at a special election in the Queen 
City it cannot be held that the result 
does not portray the feeling of the 
people of Cincinnati. Both friends and 
foes of the charter admit that the at- 
tempt to give the mayor increased 
powers and to make him the only elect- 
ive officer—save and excepting the re- 
duced council membership—was the 
chief cause which led to the proposed 
new charter’s defeat. As a matter of 
fact, the charter proved even less pop- 
ular than the proposition for the re- 
call of elective officers. 

It is manifest, as before stated, that 
the people of the municipalities of the 
state as well as those of the state-at- 
large are awakening alike to the 
menace of the centralization of the 
governing power and the danger of fol- 
lowing the fads and fancies of the so- 
called reformers who present them- 
selves in apparently every community 
and cry out the merit of their favorite 
government nostrums for what -.they 
proclaim is ailing it.

The Kansas City ordinance setties 
one more franchise controversy. The 
term of the franchise is thirty years. 
The position of the company is far 
stronger when it can go to bankers 
with rights of this duration than when 
it had to admit that under the old 
franchise its contract to operate would 
have expired in 1925. The dangers of 
expiring franchises almost kill the 
possibility of borrowing capital at 
reasonable rates. The removal of this 
Incubus is an incalculable advantage 
to both company and city. Hampering 
the company now, it would have ham- 
pered it still more later. 

Criticisms of the ordinance will arise 
from various sources. Since nothing 
done by man is perfect, it may be taken 
for granted that the ordinance is de- 
ficient in some respects from the stand- 
point of either interest. The real 
question, however, is, whether or not 
it was to the interest of both company 
and public to make a reasonable set- 
tlement rather than to continue hostil- 
ity and retard development of the city. 
The ordinance gives the city many 
rights and steps the period of rehabili- 
tation forward from 1925 to 1914, eleven 
years. Those years will be lived bet- 
ter with the modern service that the 
city can compel than if they were 
away in fruitless franchise 
controversy.

Augusta Schools Unattended. 

A recent bulletin of the census bu- 
reau shows that Augusta has the small- 
est school attendance in proportion to 
population of almost any city in the 
country. 

Augusta, Covington, Ky., Dubuque, 
Iowa, and Charleston, S. C., have less 
than eight children attending school 
for every 100 of the population. The 
cities showing the largest school at- 
tendance are Newton, Mass., with twen- 
ty-one for every 100 people; Newark, 
N. J., with twenty; Chelsea, Mass., 
nineteen; Hartford, Conn., Everett and 
Brockton, Mass., eighteen. 

Mothers’ Pensions. 

Twenty-one states have adopted laws 
providing some kind of mothers’ pen- 
sions, the object being to maintain the 
mother in her own home where she can 
care for her own children. This sys- 
tem is believed to have advantages 
over the plan of minimum wage scale 
legislation, or support of institutions 
which divide up the family. 

Miss Julia C. Lathrop, head of the 
children’s bureau of the department of 
labor, says: “Twenty-one states now 
have in operation laws providing aid 
to mothers in varying sums and under 
varying conditions. The purpose is to 
secure for young children home life 
and the personal care of a good mother. 
No one quarrels with this purpose, but 
the opinions of experts on social bet- 


terment do not agree as to the wis-. 


dom of trying to secure this purpose 
through so-called pension legislation.” 


How to Borrow Money. 

A few simple little rules, which may 
look easy, but will on trial prove hard 
to follow. have been worked out for 
the benefit of farmers by the depart- 
ment of agriculture. 
jection to others besides farmers 
rivinge benefits from these rules, 
they will. 


The department believes that too 
much credit is as much a plague to 
the farmer as too little credit. Its 
advice has been embraced in a pam- 
phlet on “How to Use Farm Credit” 
(Farmer's Bulletin 593). Here is the 
department's comment: 

“Of these rules the three most im- 
portant are: 

“1. Make sure that the purpose for 
which the borrowed money is to be 
used will produce a return greater than 
needed to pay the debt. 

“2. The length of time the debt is 
to run should have a close relation to 
the productive life of the improvement 
for which the money is borrowed. 

“ai Provision should be made in 
long-time loans for the gradual reduc- 
tion of the principal. 

“The first rule * of course, the key 
to the wise use of credit. Between 
borrowing money to spend on one's 
self and borrowing money to buy 
equipment of some sort with which to 
make more money there is all the dif- 
ference between folly and foresight, 
extravagance and thrift. If the money 
is borrowed for a wise purpose it will 
produce enough to pay back principal 
and interest and leave a fair margin 
of profit for the borrower into the 
pargain. If it is borrowed for a foolish 
purpose it will produce nothing and 
oonsequently there will be nothing with 
which to repay the loan. From this 
point of view it matters comparatively 
little whether the interest be high or 
low. It is the repayment of the prin- 
cipal that is the chief difficulty. 

Rules 2 and 3 deal with the most 
satisfactory ways of repayment. Under- 
neath them both is the same principle: 
The loan must be repaid with the

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FOLKS AT HOME 


Representatives 
Adjourn and Come Home 
to Look After Their Po- 


litical Fences. 


Washington, July 26.—Members of 
congress are hearing from their con- 
stituents, urging them to get through 
with their legislative business as soon 
as possible and come home to look 
after their political fences. This ap- 
plies to more than thirty of the sena- 
tors as well as to the representatives, 
for this fall comes the first general 
election for United States senators un- 
der the seventeenth constitutional 
samendment, 

Many republican senators have sig- 
nified their intention not to delay trust 
legislation, most of them explaining 
publicly that congress is tired and that 
Statesmen are not in condition to do 
their best work. ‘We need a rest,” is 
the declaration, of the republicans; 
likewise it is the slogan of some of the 
democrats. It is an open secret, how- 
ever, that behind the desire for rest 
is a desire on the part of repwblican 
senators, as well as democrats, to doff 
the toga for campaign togs. 

Folks at Home Calling. 

There will be little rest ahead even 
when congress does adjourn, for the 
folks at home already are calling for 
help in the political battles that are 
coming. 

Such republican leaders as Senators 
Smoot, Gallinger and Cummins, all of 
them vitally interested in trust legisla- 
tion, are also interested in their own 
campaigns. Popular election of sena- 
tors is a new thing for them, and they 
belleve that it will be well to get on 
the home ground early. Hence they in- 
tend to prevent filibustering against 
trust legislation, and republicans gen- 
erally believe that the debate will be 
a straightforward one from now until 
the three bills are passed. 

Discussion of the Interstate trade 
commission bill will be resumed tomor- 
row. Democratic leaders hope that it 
may be passed within the next ten 
days. Such a rate they believe would 
pe progressing well toward completion 
of the legislative program early in 
September. That is the time that most 


administration leaderg now are setting 


for adjournment, it being practically 
settled that there will be no more im- 


portant legislation after trust bills and] 


appropriation measures are disposed of. 
When the trust bills go to conference 
there may be an effort made to consoli- 
date them into one and that might re- 
quire a little more time than is now 
being figured on. 

Quorum Only Serious Problem. 

The only serious problem ahead is 
that of keeping a quorum, and the 
democrats must see to this if they hope 
to keep the legislative wheels running 
rapidly. Saturday afternoon the demo- 
crats could not muster a quorum, but 
they laid it to the hot weather and 
week-end parties, and resolved not to 
let it happen again. 

The coming week probably will see 
some decisive steps taken to fill the 
federal reserve board. President Wil- 
son is expected to name a western or 
middle western man in place of Thom- 
as D. Jones, of Chicago, and the un- 
certainty regarding Paul M. Warburg, 
of New York, also will be cleared up. 
Most administration senators believe 
that Mr. Warburg will eliminate him- 
self, and that the president already is 
considering men to name in his place, 
Seth Low and A. Burton Hepburn, the 


latter the president of the Chase Na- 
tional bank, New York, are said to be 
under consideration. George E. Rob- 
erts, director of the mint, and W. T. 
Fenton, president of the Chicago Clear- 
ing House association, are still dis- 
cussed among the probabilities in place 
of Mr. Jones.

Anti-Cotton Futures Bill.

The 
subcommittee reported that it found 
no evidence warranting impeachment.

the state senate. : 

A bill creating a public health service, 
also administered by the board of health, 
will be considered by the house this week. 

The friends of the public health service 
measure, captained by Representative Ellis, 
of Tift, plan to push it vigorously, and there 
is little question it will pass. Once it has 
passed, the same element will get in behind 
the vital statistics bill and enact it into law. 

When the public health bill reaches the 
senate, the same contingent that voted for 
vital statistics, a preponderance of the sena- 
tors, may be expected to band together for 
its passage. 

These two bills, 
measures and inseparable, must be made 
into law if the public health in Georgia is 
to be adequately safeguarded. The collec- 
tion of vital statistics is necessary to fur- 
nish a diagnosis of disease in Georgia, 
where it originates, in what volume it exists, 
etc. . The public health law is necessary to 
make use of this information, once collected, 
to the end of battling with the death rate.

THEY’LL STILL SMOKE. 


Rejoicing rules throughout the ranks of 
the jackies of the navy. They are not to 
be deprived of their favorite brands of 
smoking and chewing tobaccos. This an- 
nouncement is made by Secretary Josephus 
Danieis, and it brings a vast sigh of relief to 
a multitude of blue-coated breasts. 

When the secretary handed down the 
order making the navy dry as Sahara, a 
shiver of apprehension extended to the fore- 
castle. The belief, or rather the fear, was 
general that having inaugurated a campaign 
of repression, the secretary would go right 
on down the line, and apply the embargo 
to those favorite brands of chewing and 
smoking tobacco that mean so much in 
the generally monotonous life of the sailor. 

The secretary has lulled all these misgiv- 
ings. He has gone farther. He has dis- 
covered that previously the navy suttlerg 
had taken advantage of regulations to re 
strict the supply of tobacco to a few brands. 
Discomfiting these gentlemen, he has taken 
the lid off “My Princess Nicotine.” He has 
opened the stores on boardship to any 
mumber of brands of tobacco, enough to 
suit the most fastidious and the most 
democratic. 

The secretary’s order will be greeted 
with approval and rejoicing. The former 
regulations permitting a “wine mess” for 
the officers, but forbidding alcohol on board 
for the men below deck, was a discrimina- 
tion. Now not only is this discrimination 
wiped out, but the men who do the real 
fighting, the “men behind the guns” are to 
be permitted to have what they please in 
the special solace that comes from the 
weed. 

Mr. Daniels has proved himself politic as 
well as just. The officer may fini a substi- 
tute for his wine mess, or at least arrange 
@ compromise when he goes ashore or must 
entertain distinguished guests in foreign 
ports. But for “jackie” there is no substi- 
tute for the particular favorite brand of 
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tobacco which shortens the tedium of long 
voyages, and compensates for the hardship 
of drills. 

His latest naval order may not create 
the sensation and debate as the order ex- 
cluding alcohol. But it will give pleasure 
to a great many more men, and it will be 
pleasure of the sort that has no “come- 
back.” 


GOOD FOR THE SOUTH. 

Something significant politically hap- 
pened in Birmingham, Ala., last week, when 
a state-wide republican convention met 
without one negro delegate. The mandate 
excluding negroes had been issued by the 
state executive committee, and the story 
goes that there was not one complaint. You 
may believe the latter statement or not, as 
you please. The point is, that for the first 
time in the history of the state the “brother 
in black” did not figure in the deliberations 
and decisions of the republican party. 

What occurred in Alabama is simply 
prophetic of what is destined to occur ulti- 
national republican convention has taken 
anxious cognizance of the negro in its 
counsels, and sought effectual ways to elim- 
inate him, or at least to apply the soft 
pedal. Last winter the republican national 
committee hunted ways to put a quietus to 
the negro without hurting the party in the 
doubtful states where his vote is a factor, 
or without offending the Bourbon politician 
who wants to use the southern negro to 
manipulate republican conventions. The 
committee failed of its purpose, because the 
republican organization is itself right now 
discredited. But the effort itself is surely 
scheduled to succeed. 

When the negro is actually eliminated 
from politics in the southern states, not 


hypothetically but actually, the changes are | 


apt to be profound. Since the animosities 


inherited from the civil war have been ex- | 
tinguished, one of the chief, if not the chief, | 


barrier between the southern white man and 


the republican party has been the negro. | 


The negro out of the country, it is largely 
conjecture as to what will take place. How 
the south will divide will depend upon what 
is going forward at the time, and upon what 
the national parties have to offer in the 
way of political wares. 

There is one thing for which to be cer- 


tain, and that is that the southern white | 


man is approaching the time when he can 
vote and think and speak from conviction, 
and not from expediency, necessity or tradi- 
tion.

AN UNIVERSAL LANGUAGE. 


Will the world ever untangle the lin- 
guistic confusion produced in the Biblical 
story of the Tower of Babel, remold the 
languages of the races and succeed in using 
an universal language? The question is 
made pertinent by the recent meeting in 
Chicago of the Esperanto Society of the 
United States. There delegates from all 
over the country conversed in one lan- 
guage, and classic operas were sung also 
in what was claimed to be “a universal 
tongue.” 

Time after time philogists and plain 
cranks have come forward with the pro- 
posal to combine the roots of different lan- 
guages with the idea of finding one tongue 
upon which all nations might agree. It is 
probable that Esperanto has had about as 
happy an experience as any of them. None 
of them have spread far beyond the boun- 
daries of their original devotees. 

The search for an universal language is 
really an attempt to anticipate human 
progress by many hundred years. The time 
is coming, of course, when all nations will 
speak as one, and when, as a matter of fact, 
most interests of a commercial and eco- 
nomic nature will be one. But that day is 
a long time in the future. 

To get at the obstacles involved in 
founding an universal tongue, imagine, for 
example, France and Germany adopting a 
common language. The mind at once sees 
an insuperable barrier of antithetical tradi- 
tions and inherited enmity. Cngland and 
Germany present the same spectacle, rela- 
tively. Every nation on the European con- 
tinent is so separated by custom and tradi- 
tion and creed that they have many bar- 
riers yet to pass before the project of a 
common tongue is feasible. 

On this side of the water, the same con- 
dition obtains, in kind if not degree. We 
cannot imagine ourselves without enough in 
common with the Mexicans, or the South 
Americans, to justify a common language. 
And as between the western and the eastern 
hemisphere, not counting the Far East, a 
tolerably big gulf is fixed. 

An universal language can exist only 
where there are universal interests. This 
fundamental fact is overlooked by the en- 
thusiasts. That is one reason why they 
are many years separated from their goal.

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CAILLAUX TRIAL 
~ DAILY MELODRAMA 


Parisians Getting the Sort 
of Thrills They Like. 
Many Remarkable Things 
Have Occurred at the Trial. 


Paris, July 26.—Parisians look upon 
the trial of Madame Henriette Caillaux 
for the killing of Gaston Calmette as a 
daily melodrama. There have been 
mysterious diplomatic papers and elus- 
ive photographed love letters to give 
mystery to the case. 

Two women have striven against 
each other—Mme. Caillaux, who thrill- 
ed the court room with a confession of 
her emotions before she shot Calmette, 
and Mme. Gueydan, who moved her 
hearers still more strongly by the 
tragic testimony of a deserted wife. 

Joseph Caillaux, former premier, 
now leader of the radical groups which 
govern the republic, sprang at once to 
the defense of his wife, and has been 
confronted by another former premier, 
Louis Barthou. 

Remarkable Things at Trial. 

Remarkable things have occurred at 
this trial, not the least being the 
threatened duel between the president 
of the.court, Judge Louis Albanel, and 
one o. the other judges, Louis Dagoury. 
The duel awaits the decision of the 
minister of justice. Meanwhile the 
judges pass each other scornfully. M. 
Caillaux himself called the counsel for 
the Calmette family to terms for a 
suggestion made in the court room and 
people are now wondering whether the 
ex-premier and M. Chenu, who declar- 
ed that he was not to be menaced, 
also will meet at the swords point. 

A heated suggestion of Germany was 
brought into court. M. Calmette had 
charged M. Caillaux with having be- 
trayed French interests in the Moroc- 
can affair, and M. Caillaux told the jury 
that The Figaro, of which Calmette 
was the editor, was owned across the 
Rhine; that Calmette had been the in- 
strument of France’s enemies in caus- 
ing discord to the French capital. 

Government on Trial. 

That with the Fabre document in 
The Rochette banking frauds and the 
influence of the ministers upon the 
courts and prosecutors, the republican 
government has, in some sense, been 
on trial

’ There is a cynical disposition § in 
Paris to take the trial lightly, as some- 
thing prerranged. 

Eugenie Rebukes Gossipers. 

The aged Empress Eugenie, at a 
dinner party of imperialists, having 
listened to much talk about how the 
ministers and their wives and mis- 
tresses lived and how the stage was 
set for the acquittal of Mme. Caillaux, 
rebuked the gossipers by saying: 

“No, I cannot imagine that the judges 
of France will act otherwise than ac- 
eordine to their intellects and con- 
sciences.” 

The court procedure would amaze the 
Amer spectator, accustomed to 
strict adherence to evidence relecant 
to the charges. Here, apparently, the 
privilege is accorded of exploring all 
the by-ways and hedges leading to the 
Scene of the crime. 

M. Labori has scored telling points 
for the defendant by a clever turn of 
the tongue: M. Caillaux has spoken for 
hours on all the political ramifications 
of the case. 

The impression around the palace of 
justice, quite without the suggestion 
of improper influences, is that Mme. 
Caillaux will be acquitted or receive a 
short suspended sentence. 

One American spectator at the trial 
thinks the French jury system might, 
with good effect, be adopted by the 
United States on one point at least, 
that is. a decision by the mafority or if 
the ballots stand six to six, acquittal. 


Jurors Have Complete Liberty.

He 
is ever in the popular imagination as 
mysteriously controlling things of 
“rich there has not been the slightest 
Widence.

THIRTEEN HUMAN CASES 
AND TWELVE RAT CASES 


Of the Bubonic Plague Report- 
ed at New Orleans—Two 
More Cases Sunday. 


New Orleans, La., July 26.—Two hu- 
man cases of bubonic plague and thres 
rodent cases were reported here today 
by Dr. W. C. Rucker, in charge of 
Plague eradication work, making a 
total of thirteen human cases and 
twelve rodent cases since the contagion 
appeared a month ago. Rosie South- 
ern, aged 15, a negro girl, living at 
1809 Bienville street, and empla@ed at 
1904 Bienville, and Joseph E. Wiliiams, 
aged 24, a negro, living at 15235 Arts 
street and employed at 611 Commerce 
street, developed the malady today. 
The girl was taken ill on July 22 and 
Williams on July 23. The former lived 
without and the latter within the orig- 
inal focus of infection. 

The three infected rats reported to- 
day were found at 117 North Libercy 
street, 1171 Annunciation street, and 
518 Barracks street, respectively. All 
were without the original focus. 

Of the thirteen human cases reported 
to date, seven have been discovered in 
the past eight days. One death occurred 
last week, bringing the total number 
of deaths to four. None of the pa- 
tients has been discharged, although 
three of them are believed to be out 
of danger. 

Dr. Rucker announced today that 
Passed Assistant Surgeon Hugh De 
Valin, who arrived this morning from 
Washington, had been placed in charge 
of the fourth sanitary district, which 


is bounded by Canal street and North! the enlistment expired.

This radical reform has been under 
consideration by the secretary since he 
came into office. He announced today 
that the navy now had practically a 
full quota, 51,348 enlisted men—com- 
pared with a shortage of more than 
1,009 eighteen months ago, and that the 
time to take the step had come. 

Statement by Daniels. 

Secretary Daniels, in a statement an- 
nouncing the new order, said: 

“Enlistments in the navy always 
have been for a definite period—at 
present four years—and it always has 


been difficult, at times impossible, for 
men to terminate their contract of en- 
listment by honorable discharge before 
Absence from 
his ship duty, after having been 
granted leave, made a man a deserter 
and conviction involved a prison sen- 
| tence. 

“After thorough consideration and 
after a referendum in whic h the opin- 
ions of many of the highest naval of- 
ficers were ordered, the secretary be- 
came convinced this situation was not 
in keeping with modern business ideas 

‘The old plan involvin#® long impris- 
onment created among enlisted men a 
feeling that during their term of en- 
listment, if they desired to leave the 
navy, they were as if in bondage. 
Furthermore this feeling doubtless, in 
a large measure, accounted for much 
absence over leave or absence without 
leave, and other offenses which would 
never be tolerated in any well-organ- 
ized business. : 


Navy Business Organization. 

“The secretary recognizes that the 
navy is in time of peace a large busi- 
ness organization, that any feeling by 
enlisted men of compulsory detention 
or bondage is undesirable; that the 
service offers so many advantages, es- 
pecially to those desiring to make of it 
a life work or secure a practical edu- 
cation, that it can be kept fully re- 
cruited with men who are willing to 
obey, and the department. therefore 
holds that overstayed leave, drunken- 
a or —— noe similar offenses indi- 
cate merely 1at th - 
fit for the service. oe 

“In order not to be too drastic the 
order permits commanding officers, in 
their discretion, to hold a first offender 
on probation on reduced pay for periods 
of from six to twelve months, but on 
repetition of the offense he is to be 
discharged. 

“The naval prisons and disciplinary 
barracks last yesr cost about $1,000,- 
000. Under the new plan this cost will 
be greatly reduced, and before a great 
while will be very small.” iF

Tomatoes Dying. 


(From The Progresive Farmer.) 

I have a lot of tomatoes. Some of 
them are fine and vigorous, but it looks 
as though the blight is going to de- 
stroy all beture it stops. After it at- 
tacks a plant it holds on till it is dead. 
Will it do any good to spray with 
Bordeaux mixture? 

It depends on what sort of blight 
you have. If it is the southern bacte- 
rial blight, the spraying will be of no 
avail, since the bacteria got in the 
plant from! the roots and the spraying 
will not reach them. This disease is 
characterized by the sudden wilting 
and collapsing of the plant. Then 
there is the Fusarium blight, which is 
somewhat slower, and the leaf blight. 
These can be controlled by spraying 
if it isdone before the diseases appear. 
Tt is always best to/ spray tomatoes 
with Bordeaux mixture everv ten days 
till the fruit is nearly grown, ang *v 
nixing a little lead arsenate in it you 
‘an destroy the boll worms that eat 
‘nto the fruit. Breeding resistant 
lants by saving seed from plants that

Method for Producing More Cotton 


In-a Very Much Shorter Period 


New System of Culture Is 
Being Advocated by the 
United States Department 
of Agriculture. 


Washineton, July 26.—The need of 
shortening the growing season of cot- 
ton has been recognized as the best 
means for. securing protection against 
injury from the boll weevil, and the 
department has been recommending a 
system of cotton culture which aims 
to secure the production of more cot- 
ton in a shorter period of time. The 
system is also important for regions 
where the crop is limited by drought 
or by short seasons, as in the northern 
districts, and should help to remedy 
the backward state of what has been 
considered in the past a “sure crop” 
industry. The department's Farmers’ 
Bulletin (No. 601), entitled “A New 
System of Cotton Culture and Its Ap- 
plication,” has been issued to give the 
details to those who may profit by it. 

The danger of injury from the boll 
weevil is greatest under conditions that 
favor the luxuriant growth of the 
young plants and induce the forma- 
tion of large numbers of vegetative 
branches which produce no bolls, The 
control of the formation of these 
branches is the keynote of the new 
system. The suppression of these 
branches avoids injurious crowding of 
the plants and also makes it possible 
t@ leave more plants in the rows than 
is now customary. The most important 
consideration which the new system 
requires is the placing of plants closer 
together during the earlier stages of 
growth until the stalks have grown 
beyond the stage where vegetative 
branches are produced. 

Rewards for Intelligent Farming. 

It is particularly frue of the cotton 
industry that the more intelligent and 
skillful the farming the larger the ma- 
terial rewards. And yet, cotton has so 
long been considered a “sure crop” that 
often it is cultivated under the most 
careless methods. This is one of the 
chief reasons for the backward state 
of the industry today. The invasion 
of the boll-weevil pest has, however, 
been forcing upon cotton raisers the 
necessity of more improved. methods. 
Cotton is every year becoming less a 
“sure crop.” The rapid expansion of 
cotton culture in foreign countries 18 
an additional reason why more caré- 
ful methods must be adopted in this 
country to attain the maximum results. 

The first step is to secure the atten- 
tion of the intelligent farmer and con- 
vince him of the truth of the pmnciple 
upon which the new system is founded. 
He may then observe and experiment 
for himself with rows of cotton thinned 
to different distances and at different 
stages of growth and may see for him- 
self the relation of the habits of the 
plants to cultural problems, 

Many intelligent farmers are aware 
of the fact that rows of cotton acci- 
dently left without thinning are some- 
times much more productive than rows 
that were thinned in the usual manner 
and have reflected on the possibility o! 
securing larger crops by closer. plant- 
ing, but the underlying principle has 
not heen understood. rhe behavior 
of cotton under different conditions is 
so variable that any farmer might well 
hesitate to adopt a method of culture 
suggested by an occasional occurrence 
like the production of a large crop on 
unthinned row. 

For Wider Spacing. 

In each cotton-growing community 
there are usually some farmers who 
believe that cotton should be left closer 
together in the rows, but the tendenc) 
in recent years has been toward wider 
owing to*a general recogni- 
tion of the evil effects of having the 
plants too close together, especially 
under conditions that favor luxuriant 
growth. Those who use narrow re 
ing may boast of phenomenal yields in 
some seasons, but in other years they 
appear at a disadvantage with their 
neighbors. The possibility of making

This is 
true because large luxuriant plants 40 
not begin to produce flowera and Dbolis 
ew It may seem more logical to 
many that the plants making the most 
rapid growth must produce the earliest 
and largest crop, but this Is not true. 
Large luxuriant plants are later in set- 
ting and maturing a crop 
young plants of luxuriant growth de- 
velop limbs producing no bolls at the 
expense of the lower fruit branches 
necessary tothe production of an ear- 
ly crop. The limbs of a cotton plant 


called “vegetative branches” or “wood 
limbs” to 
fruiting branches. 

Row Must Be Unit. 

The row rather than the individual 
plant must be considered as the unit 
under the system as recommended. 
The form of the row demands first at- 


{| tention, and through improving it come 


the advantages of the new method, 
More plants are left in the rows, and 
yet injurious crowding is avoided. 
Plants that have numerous vegetative 
branches are more crowded at 2 or 3 
feet than plants with single stalks at 
8 or 10 inches. With the vegetative 
branches controlled, the spacing is no 
longer a question of feet, but of inches. 
Rows spaced at 6 inches have usually 
given better results than those at 12 
inches or any greater distance. 

By avoiding the development of the 
large wood limbs the rows are kept 
narrower and more hedgelike, so that 
the fruiting branches receive sunlight 
throughout the season. This provides 
much more favorable conditions for the 
ripening of the crop. When the vege- 
tative branches are allowed to shut off 
the light by growing up between the

rows, most of the bolls on the lower 
fruiting branches fail to reach normal 
maturity. Fields of large luxuriant 
plants often produce very small crops 
because only the upright growing ends 
of the stalks and vegetative branches 
have access to the light. This unde- 
sirable condition is avoided by re- 
stricting the development of the vege- 
tative branches in the earlier stages 
of growth. 

The number of vegetative branches is 
also influenced by temperature and 
soil conditions. If the weather re- 
mains cool, or if the soll is very dry, 
not magpy vegetative branches will de- 
velop, even when the young plants are 
widely separated; but if the conditions 
favor a luxuriant development of the 
young plants, early thinning will re- 
sult in the development of a large 
number of vegetative branches, and the 
subsequent crowding will be great. 
ven in the absence of any disease or 
insect pests the crop may be ruined by 
crowding alone. 


Suppress the Vegetative Branches. 


“Suppress the vegetative branches” is 
the advice of the department to farm- 
ers desiring to experiment with the 
new system. Practical experiments 
must be undertaken by those desiring 
fo understand the method: merely 
reading about the experiments of oth- 
ers is not sufficient. 

How long the thinning should be 
delayed to suppress the vegetative 
branches and how close the plants 
should be left in, the rows are ques- 
tions @hat the skillful farmer should 
learn to determine for himself, since 
the actual conditions must be taken 
into account to secure the best results. 
If the farmer does not lock into the 
subject far enough to grasp the under- 
lving principle, he is not likely to be 
able to appreciate the new method or 
to use it to the best advantage. 

The two features of the new sys- 
tem—leferred thinning and _ closer 
spacing—must be properly combined 
in order to insure a favorable result. 
Most farmers believe that either of 
these changes will injure the crop, and 
the danger is that they will try one 
change without the other instead of 
making a complete break with previ- 
ous theories and methods. Until the 
principle of branch control is under- 
stood it is difficult to belleve that two 
apparently injurious changes can have 
a beneficial result. Actual results of 
experiments are given in the new bul- 
letin, and the intelligent cotton raiser 
who is sincerely desrious to better 
conditions {ts advised to send for the 
pamphlet.

Will the association consent to their 
return if they want to? 

Will the association meeting here 
Thursday make the rules changes that 
Caused the complaint of these two 
schools and their subsequent  with- 
drawal? 

If not, will any other colleges fol- 
low their lead and withdraw from the 
association? 

These four questions are the para- 
mount ones in advance of the meeting 
of the Southern Intercollegiate Athletic 
association members at the Georgian 
Terrace here Thursday afternoon and 
evening. 

Answers to all four questions can be 
secured from college men all over the 
south and there are just as many that 
answer in the affirmative as in the 
negative, 


Will Stay Out. 


Expressions of a definite nature have 
not been secured from the athletic 
heads at Vanderbilt and Tech, but they 
are reported to have stated that they 
Will stay out of the association, now 
that they have-resigned, regardless of 
the outcome of the meeting here. 

The schedules of these two schools 
have been arranged for the coming 
football season. The baseball schedules 
are alrmost tentatively made up. There- 


fore it is logical that they would have! 


little to gain by returning. 

Whether they remain inside the as- 
sociation or out will have no effect 
on the status of some of their most im- 


portant games. 

Tech's position will hardly affect 
their games with Georgia, Sewanee, 
Auburn and Clemson, their four most 
important games of the football season. 

Vanderbilt's position will not affect 
the status of their games with Auburn 
and Sewanee, their two most important 
battles with association members. The 
Commodores are well fortified with 


Fames with other teams outside of the 
association. 

Consent to Return. 
is believed that the association 
will consent to their return to mem- 
bership if they so desire. Nashville 
and Atlanta are, from a financial 
standpoint, the best football towns in 
the south.

Runs on Land or Water. 


(irom The London Times.) 

A peculiar vehicle, designated a 
“hydrocar”’” and intended to run either 
on land or on water, has been de- 
signed and constructed by Leslie Lam- 
bert, an engineer employed by- Yar- 
row & Co., Glasgow. It consists of a 
hull of three-ply wood, with a pointed 
stem and short turtle deck forward 
and a square stern. Wire wheels are 
carried on sprung axles, and when the 
craft is afloat it is steered by means 
of a rudder attached to one of the 
steering wheel axles. 

The power plant consists of a single 
cylinder water cooled engine of 4%- 
horsepower, fitted behind the driving 
seat. When the hydrocar is afloat this 
drives a propeller through bevel gear- 
ing and on land it works one of the 
rear wheels through. .a two-speed gear 
and chain. The “vessel” has been run- 
ning trials on Loch Lomond. and has 
attained a water speed of four miles 
and hour. Its land speed is sixteen 
miles an hour.

The object of this is to cut off 
the supplies of the idle workmen in 
London who are being supported by 
their comrades throughout the coun- 
try. If the national lockout comes off 
it will involve 200,000 men, and may 
not even then effect its purposes, for 
the builders have prornises of support 
if it is needed from the miners, rail- 
way men and other workmen. T his, in 
turn, might involve them in a fight 
with their employers who sympathize 
strongly with the London building 
gg wea the most serious features of 
the building lockout and, indeed, of a 
recent labor troubles in England, 
that the men themselves are far more 
determined than their leaders. Three 
times the leaders have fixed up a com- 
promise agreement with the bosses, but 
each time the men have repudiated it 
by constantly increasing majorities. 
Three months ago they the 
compromise by a bare 
couple of weeks ago they voted down 
a much more favorable agreement 
which was strongly urged on them by 
their own leaders by a vote of five 
e. 
‘er more serious than the building 
dispute is the threatened railway labor 
war which seems to be unavoidable 
and which is due in about six months. 
In 1911 there was a national railway 
strike tn England which was settled 
by the intervention of Lloyd George, 
now chancellor of the exchequer, and 
then president of the board of trade. 
He worked out an elaborate systern 
of conciliation boards by which all 
future disputes were to be settled and 
persuaded the companies and the men 
to sign an agreement for four years. 
The scheme looked excellent on paper, 
but like a good mafty of Lloyd George's 
achemes, it failed to work as well as 
expected. In less than a year the men 
were in rewolt and there were some 
sectional strikes. The men declared 
that the companies managed to work 
boards in their own 
interests and that conditions were 
worse than ever. The leaders, how- 
ever, persuaded them to stick to the 
agreement, promising them a complete 
new deal when the agreement expires 
Demands o*% Rall Unions. 


That takes place in aw few months 
and last week the railway unions held 
a convention at Swansea, in Wales, 
and agreed on their new program Which 
they declare they will enforce without 
the slightest abatement on the expira- 
tion of the present agreement. It may 
be stated, too, that they are in a much 
better position to’enforce it than they 
were in 1931. Then there were half 
@ dozen railway unions, engine drivers, 
firemen. porters, etc.,.all being organ- 
ized separately. Last year they were 
all amalgamated in the National Union 
of Railwaymen. Then the unions corf- 
trolled only about 50 per cent of the 
men employed in British railways. To- 
day the National union claims to con- 
trol over 80 per cent and a vigorous 
membership campaign is being carried 
on in all the railway centers. The 
demands agreed on at Swansea are as 
follows:

prosperous. The managers declare that 
to grant the demands would entail an 
additional expense of about $105,000,000 
a year and as the amount of profit 
available for ordinary dividends 
Only $85,000,000, they declare that 
would mean absolute ruin to some 
roads, cutting down the preference div- 
idend on others and defaulting on the 
bond interest for some. 

Now there is no doubt that these 
figures are exaggerated. They are ob- 
tained by taking the total number of 
railway employees, which is about 650,- 
000, and applying the new conditions 
to all. Jd. Thomas, member of par- 
liament, the railway union secretary, 
points out, however, that this total in- 
cludes thousands of boys, clerks and 
men in executive positions who would 
not be affected at all. He also denies 
that the shorter hours of labor would 
not involve anything like the extra 
staff which the managers say it would, 
but declares that they could be obtain- 
ed in most of the big centers by a re- 
adjustment of duties. He puts the num- 
ber of men affected at 470,000, and de 
clares that $70,000,000 would cover the 
whole cost of the desired reforms. 

Average Wages of Kall Men. 

It is stated that the average wages 
of railwaymen in England is now only 
$6.25 a week. The average hours of 
work are fifty-eight a week, so that 
the union's demand amounts to an 
average of $7.50 a week for ten hours 
less work. 

Even if Mr. Thomas’ figures are 
taken to be correct, and they probably 
err on the low side as much as those 
of the railway managers do on the 
high side, it is Kard, to see how the 
companies can yield. The total divisi- 
ble net profits of the railways are less 
than $230,000,000 a year, so that to take 
away from them, say $90,000,000—to 


strike a balance between the two esti- 


mates—would mean a-cut of more than 
athird. Something might be done by an 
increase in rates, but the rates now 
are nearly as high as the traffic can 
bear, and both freight and passenger 
traffic are showing a serious decline 
in the fact of motor competition. 

It looks then as if there must be a 
fight, and it will be a serious one, for 
it will involve far more than the rail- 
waymen. Within a week of -the stop- 
page of the railways the mines must 
and all sorts of industries 
pendent on coal for power 
down. During the railway strike in 
1911 some of the London newspapers 
even were on the verge of having to 
suspend publication because of the lack 

coal to generate the electricity 
runs their presses, and when 
difficulty was overcome, because 
the impossibility of getting white 
paper into London. Manufacturing 
plants all over the country were closed, 
and it is feared that this time the 
damage will be much more widespread. 
Revolt of Farm Laborers. 

One of the most interesting features 
of the labor unrest is the revolt of the 
agricultural laborer. Untouched by the 
spirit of revolt since the days of John 
and Jack Straw, “Hodge,” as the 
English farm worker is called, is now 
demanding modern wages and condi- 
tions of life. The Agricultural Labor- 
ers union has been formed, and has 

like wildfire through the coun- 
A successful strike took place in 
Yorkshire in the spring, and at present 
the men of Helions Bumpstead, in Es- 
sex, ave refused to make their mas- 
ters hay unless get what they 
call “King’s wages.” “King’s wages” 
are the rate paid by the king on his 
Sandringham estate—$5i a week and a 
cottage—and some of the farmers, it 
may be said, are not at all pleased with 
the king for setting this standard. The 
usual rate of pay is about $3.50 a week, 
and out of this the laborer usually has 
to pay 30 cents or for his cottage. 

In a good many places the laborers 
have succeeded without a strike for 
emigration has hit the countryside 
even harder than the towns. There is 
an actual scarcity of skilled farm 
hands in all parts of England, and even 
the supply of traveling Irish harvesters 
has fallen off now that times are more 
prosperous at home.

One Is Not Even Allowed to 
Criticise the Street 
Car Service.

Salonika, July 26.—Liberty of speech 
is becoming so curtailed in Greece that 
one dare not criticise even the street 
car service, as an Austrian resident 
learned here recently. 

The street car company had just 
raised the price of first-class fares, 
and While speaking to a friend on a 
car the Austrian took the officials to 
task on this account.

The Hog Cholera Problem. 


From the last census report we learn 
that there were a year ago in the state 
of Georgia 1,783,684 swine. These were 
valued at $65,429,016, or about 3 cents 
per pound on foot. This is a liberal 
estimate of their value inasmuch as 
the very destructive disease—cholera— 
is sO prevalent in the state. It is well 
to consider in this connection that we 
bring into the state from the west an 
additional $10,000,000 worth of hog 
meats every year. The last statistics 
may not be exact, but are based on 
careful study, and are conservative, 
when we consider the canned meats, 
as well as the bellies, hams, breakfast 
strips and other forms of meat. Very 
little native Georgia meats ever get 
on the markets, or at least the grocers 
from which the writer has been buy- 
ing meats for the past ten years have 
failed to supply Gegrgia-raised meats 
at any time. 

This condition has induced us to rea- 
son with the farmers about the great 
question of hog raising in the state 
and the one great hindrance to the 
industry. There came to the State 
College of Agriculture definite reports 
within the last year (the year 1913), 
that more than 200,000 hogs had died 
with the cholera. Just how many died 
on which no reports were made one 
could hardly guess, since only about 
one-fourth the farming population are 
interested enough in such matters to 
inake any reports. It would be safe 
to say that the state lost at least a 
million dollars in that year on account 
of the hog cholera. 

It, therefore, is a question with 
which to reckon, and the state will 
not be true to its farm population un- 
less it exercises every possible pre- 
caution against this dreaded disease. 
Neither will the farmers themselves 
live up to their opportunities unless 
they insist on every safeguard that the 
State can give. At the present time 
hog cholera serum is- made by the 
State College of Agriculture, at Athens, 
Ga., and distributed by the state de- 


partment of Agriculture, 
This arrangement is proving success- 
ful, though the state cannot provide 
more than half enough serum, unless 
investing a little more money in the 
venture. At the present 35,000 is 
invested in the work annually, if we 
mistake not, and a safe estimate of 
the good done annually would be about 
Much higher estimates have 
been made, and perhaps with absolute 
justice. It is quite sufficient to say 
here that it is one of the best invest- 
ments the state ever made. Farmers 
who live in other states can get the 
serum through the agricultural de- 
partment of their own state, or from 
the agricultural department of the na- 
tional government, Washington, D. C. 
The Serum, What It Does. 


There is some doubt as to whether 
the hog cholera serum will curea genu- 
the case of cholera.

Answer—This animal is more than 
likely suffering from sweeny, and for 
a remedy see the July 2ist issue of The 
Tri-Weekly Constitution. Sweeny re- 
quires careful treatment and _. rest. 
Rest will do more than any medicine. 
Mix the following: Acetate of lead 
half ounce, tincture of opium two 
ounces, one quart water. Shake well 
and rub two or three times daily. Be 
sure to read The Constitution every 
week. You will be more than apt to 
find suggestions that will help you 
over your trouble.

(d) It is always safe to feed the first 
crop of sorghum to animals, but the 
second growth from the roots of the 
first crop has a good deal of Prussic 
acid in it and has been Known to kill 
animals. (e) Yes, hogs will eat them 
Mammoth vellow. (f) <A peck to the 
acre would be enougn.

Electric Iron With Automatic 


Temperature Control. 


People who have been accustomed to 
using the old-fashioned sad iron some- 
times forget that the electric iron con- 
tinues to generate heat as long as con- 
nected to a circuit and thoughtlessly 
leave it laying on some material which 
may catch fire from the accumulated 
heat. The Electrical World recently 
described an electric tron which has 
been especially equipped to prevent an 
temperature.

E. White Speaks 
at the State Capitol to 
the Congregations of Four 
Churches. 


Passing automobiles honked and 
street cars rattled by, while Rev. John 
E. White, pastor of the Second Baptist 
church, swayed an assemblage of 3,000 
people of four big churches, in his

Many thought 
he would speak on the liquor traffic, 
many others, licentiousness, and still 
others, gambling, but none of these 
sins, declared the popular preacher, 
were comparable with the great sin of 
the American people—the sin of “In- 
gratitude and Forgetfulness of God.” 
Sin of Ingratitude. 
The text was taken from 
17:17. and follows: “And Jesus, an- 
ewering, said, ‘Were there not ten 
cleansed, but where are the nine?”

The one leper, who had been healed by) 


Jesus, cleansed of his disease and re- 
turned to express “gratitude” to Him 
fcr saving his life—one of ten lepers. 

“Christ saved humanity,” said Dr. 
White. “and how many of us show 
gratitude to Him for dying on the cross 
to save us? 

“The son who returns no gratitude 
or thanks to his old father and mother, 
who have struggled to raise him, giv- 
ing him the best part of their lives, 
inevitably comes to ruin,” said the 
speaker. 

“There is not a single big business, 
outside of the liquor and tobacco busi- 
ness, in America today,” continued Dr. 
White, illustrating his point, “that has 
not been developed by Christian men, 
who gave their tithes to God, showing 
their gratitude.

Weekly Financial Review. 


New York, July 26.—Governmental af- 
fairs, foreign and domestic, prevailed over 
other influences in last week's stock mar- 
ket.

Offsets were not sufficient to counteract 
the depression. Reports of wheat damage 
persisted the idle freight car surplus in- 
creased, ateel improvement was no more 
than held and the price of copper metal 
sagged.
